The Special Lighting Committee wish to report that after a 
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study of costs to the Town of Natick, we find that comparing nine 
towns of comparative size in this locality, Natick is second lowest 
per capita cost, lowest cost per mile of streets, and third lowest cost 
per 1,000 valuation. 

Knowing that poorly lighted streets contribute to our. increase of 
accidents, we believe, that as conditions warrant, lights should be 
added from time to time. 

Where new developments are in progress, we as a Town should 
help Builders make sections more attractive. A well lighted street 
certainly does help in the sale of property, thus more taxes, 


Each year we have a certain number of personal injuries. Many 
of these would be eliminated if the outlying sections of the Town 
were better lighted. The settlement of any one of these claims 
would take care of many lights. 


It is recommended that the candle power of the fifty-two 1000 
candle power lights in the center of the Town be reduced to 600 
candle power and the saving to be used to pay for the new lights 
added throughout the year. 

The majority of the Committee believe, as we reported at the last 
Town Meeting, that all existing lights should be lighted until 1.00 
A. M., instead of 12.30 A. M., as the last train from Boston arrives 
after the lights are now extinguished. This would increase cost of 
lighting $561.11. 

We submit this report for your consideration and ask that this 
Committee be continued that we may make a further study of the 
lighting situation.

Your committee is of the opinion that the honor roll accurately 
sets forth the names of all persons who were credited to the Town of 
Natick by the United States of America as serving in the armed 
forces during the World War. All persons whose names appear on 
the honor roll were credited to the Town of Natick for honorable 
service during the World War, and their names appear as a matter 
of right. 


During the World War, as well as prior to and since the World 
War, there was a considerable movement of veterans into and out of 
the Town of Natick.

REPORT OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
ON W.P. A. PROJECTS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Advisory Committee on W. P. A. Projects appointed by your 
Board met and organized with E. C. Williams as Chairman and R. D. 
Harrington. as secretary... A,.GC. Leavitt; W.Pi"A.-Sponsors’ Agent, 
and B. G. Sargent, Superintendent of Public Works, were invited to 
the meetings to contribute information, 


The Sponsors’ Agent advised the Committee that the estimated 
average monthly employment of outdoor workers for the year begin- 
ning April 1, 1941, is 150, requiring a total of 1,800 man months for 
this period. A man month consists of 130 working hours. 


He also advised that as of April 1, 1941, there is a balance of 
1,530 man months available on approved projects as follows:

Therefore the problem of this Committee was to recommend pro- 
jects to provide only 270 man months of labor to meet the yearly re- 
quirement. 


The Committee in past years has favored the installation of water 
mains and the construction of sidewalks as desirable types of pro- 
jects since the town will ultimately be faced with the same program 
but without the financial assistance offered by W. P. A. Therefore, 
after several meetings, in which careful consideration was given by 
our members, it was deemed advisable to recommend that these types 
of projects be continued. 


It was voted to recommend the reconstruction of 3,200 linear feet 
of Pine Street in conjunction with the approved combination water 
main and road project, as set up in 1940, and that $2,500.00 be ap- 
propriated from the General Tax Levy for this purpose. 
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It was voted to recommend the continuation of the asphalt and 
granolithic sidewalk construction program and that $4,600.00 be ap- 
propriated from the General Tax Levy for this purpose, abutters to 
be assessed one-half the cost of materials (about 40 cents per linear 
foot) for granolithic sidewalks so constructed. 


It was also voted to recommend the continuation of the program 
for the relaying of cast iron water mains, to displace existing worn 
out cement lined mains, and that $7,500.00 be borrowed for this pur- 
pose, payments on interest and principal to be taken from the earn- 
ings of the Water Department beginning in 1942. 


The fulfillment of these recommendations will require appropria- 
tions of $7,100.00 from the 1941 General Tax Levy, and $7,500.00 from 
the earnings of the Water Department.

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REPORT OF TRAFFIC COMMITTEE FOR 1940 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Traffic Safety Committee respectfully submits the follow- 
ing report concerning the fulfillment of our recommendations of one 
year ago, the accident situation for 1940, and our recommendations 
for 1941 based upon an accident analysis. 


The traffic surface marking program consisting of center lines 
on curves, pedestrian cross walks at schools and in the business area, 
and parking lines, also in the business area, was carried out in full 
for the first time since 1937. New lines were added to the program 
by including the marking of curves on Mill Street and Speen Street. 
New type warning symbol signs were erected on North Main Street 
near Evergreen Road, Pine Street, Bacon Street, Washington Ave- 
nue and Grove Street and on Walnut Street ‘south of Shattuck 
Street. Old type curve warning signs were relocated at Mill Street 
and Speen Street to supplement the new painted center lines. New 
stop signs were erected on Dover Street at Pleasant Street and on 
Bacon Street at Walnut Street, both locations having been approved 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 


Traffic regulation amendments relative to parking were made by 
the Board of Selectmen and approved by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works. These included parallel parking in place of 
diagonal parking on the west side of South Main Street between 
Pond Street and Common Street, and the prohibition of parking on 
East Central Street in front of the Congregational Church, and also 
on the west side of North Main Street between the railroad bridge 
and Cochituate Street. 


Standard signs were erected to supplement these changes in 
regulation. Twenty-four new street name signs were also purchased 
and erected. Superintendent Benjamin G. Sargent of the Natick 
Public Works Department supervised the placing of both lines and 
signs and each type of work was carried out efficiently. Of the 
$1,000.00 appropriated under Article 1, $282.80 was expended for ma- 
terials and $650.00 for labor. The labor for sign erection and main- 
tenance was not included in the above labor item. 


The accident records of 1940 show an improvement in total num- 
bers of accidents over that of 1939 which was the most serious since 


1934.

The analysis of high frequency accident locations taken from 
the spot map reveals accident prone conditions on East Central 
Street between Washington Street and Wilson Street and on Main 
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Street between Central Street and South Avenue. However, most 
of the collisions were of a minor nature and involved fender scraping 
incidents between through traffic and parked cars pulling from the 
curb. Since this condition primarily reflects inattentiveness on the 
part of drivers, there is little that can be done to overcome this 
trouble. Two intersections were noted as being the scenes of cross 
collisions to a degree that points to the need of corrective measures. 
There were three cross-collisions at the intersection of East and 
School Streets where the cross corner visability is very limited. 
Isolated stop signs are recommended at this location. T’wo cross 
collisions occurred at Park Avenue and Bacon Street. It is recom- 
mended that at least one stop sign be erected at this location and 
that reflecting symbol warning signs be placed at the other ap- 
proaches. There were five accidents on Marion Street in 1940. Most 
of these involved parked vehicles. This street is recognized as 
hazardous, because of extreme narrowness, by all motorists having 
occasion to use it. The Town of Natick should seriously consider 
the widening of Marion Street at an early date before the accident 
toll becomes even greater. Other accidents on town roads were 
scattered, some of which happened at locations already treated with 
lines and signs. A continued first class maintenance program of ex- 
isting lines and signs will assist in preventing a frequent recurrence 
of accidents at these locations. On the advice of a number of citi- 
zens, we are recommending that parking be prohibited on the Pleas- 
ant Street bridge at South Natick. 


We wish again to point out that the purchase and erection of 
street name signs is financed from the traffic appropriation and that 
twenty-four new signs were installed this year. There is a need for 
many more new signs, since destruction by vandalism is high, twelve 
being stolen or destroyed last Hallowe’en alone. However, an ex- 
tensive street sign program is not possible without sacrificing the 
more important traffic sign and line program under the limited ap- 
propriation available. Additional funds will be necessary if the street 
name sign situation is to be cleaned up. 


It is our sincere belief that the surface marking and sign main- 
tenance program help to make our streets safer for the motorist and 
pedestrian. This work can only be carried out to the extent deter- 
mined by the amount of money appropriated. 


Therefore, it is recommended that $1,000.00 be appropriated to 
continue the work on the 1940 basis, or $1,200.00 if an adequate erec- 
tion of street name signs is desired.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 


Natick, Mass., January 2, 1941. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The principal interest has been in the new and proposed de- 
velopments which have been presented during 1940. 


Three plats totalling over a hundred acres have been submitted 
and carefully considered and, after due hearings, approved with suit- 
able conditions. 


These include the following layouts: 


Oakdale Development—off Oak Street 
Woodlawn Development—off Worcester Street 
Harwood Development—Walnut and Shattuck Streets. 


In addition to the above the Planning Board has made prelimin- 
ary reviews of three other projects totalling another hundred acres, 
which will be submitted early in 1941 for formal hearings. Houses 
are already being erected on the accepted streets adjacent to two of 
these, and further construction should be started in them before 
summer. 


It can be said, therefore, that Natick is now having a definite 
building boom such as has been predicted for several years. 


In the 10 new developments which the Planning Board has ap- 
proved since 1937 there have been built and occupied 89 new homes, 
and another 20 are building or ready for sale. These new homes 
are selling for approximately $500,000.00. 


Of course in addition to the above new layouts there are many 
places where one or more homes have been built on existing streets, 
to swell the total of new homes and new neighbors in Natick. 


Our zoning districts have been changed as these new develop- 
ments progressed. New single residence areas have been created to 
surround them with the advantages which are reflected in the favor 
of banks, the F. H. A., and other similar loaning agencies. 


In 1940 the Town Meeting accepted the Board’s recommenda- 
tions by adding Single family Residence Area No. 6 surrounding the 
so called “Second Lake” in the Cochituate Basin. 


This year the Board will submit three areas with recommenda- 
tions that they be added to existing Single family Residence Areas. 
These will include the new section in East Natick and Nonesuch 
Pond, north of Worcester Street, where the greatest growth occur- 
red last year; the part of East Natick south of Worcester Street in- 
cluding the Hunnewell property, which is being split up for building 
this year; and the section north of the Turnpike and Walnut Hill, 
that high level stretch which has been most often talked of for de- 
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velopment these past years, and which should contain some of the 
higher cost homes to be built in Natick. 


In 1940 the Town Meeting accepted the recommendation of the 
Planning Board to cancel Business District No. 13 in North Natick, 
as this area had not been used for commercial purposes and a suit- 
able area existed in Business District No. 14 across the street. 


This year the Planning Board are giving consideration to _re- 
quests for the addition of two business districts, one each in East 
Natick and West Natick. Both of these are located at the edges of 
new developments. 


The plan for continued replacing old cement lined water mains 
with cast iron pipe is still active under the W. P. A. program. Most 
of the larger mains have now been replaced, and it is hoped that the 
last few miles of smaller pipe may be relaid within the next two 
years. 


A program of sidewalk construction was begun under W, P. A. 
last year. There is a need for a steady adherence to this during the 
next several years if the Town is to obtain the safe sidewalks shown 
to be necessary in the Sidewalk Survey. A list of the street loca- 
tions with priority ratings is ready to guide the construction author- 
ized. 


The Planning Board greets with commendation the move of the 
Natick Woman’s Club to establish a regular collection of ashes and 
refuse from the homes throughout the town. It is our earnest hope 
that some plan to remove this waste may be made effective soon and 
so assist our residents in keeping clean and more sanitary their cel- 
lars and back yards. This Board, together with others, has objected 
strenuously to the filthy practice of roadside dumps where the shift- 
less drop their waste materials instead of carrying them to the prop- 
erly supervised Town Dump. When regular collection is arranged 
any future roadside dumping should be strictly dealt with. 


The present Town Dump is now nearly filled in, and one or more 
locations must be provided elsewhere and supervision paid for by the 
Board of Health with town funds. If the collection of rubbish and 
ashes can be contracted out privately this amount can be saved. 
There are but few residents in Natick who do not now pay more for 
disposing of their waste materials than would be added to the prop- 
erty tax for this as a Town service. 


The Planning Board has for several years studied the problem 
offered by the duplication (and even quintuplication) of some street 
names within the Town. There are over forty names that are re- 
peated in different parts of the Town at least once. 


The folly of this is easily apparent by considering one case where 
a person seeing a fire might notify the Fire Department by tele- 
phone of a fire on Charles Street and the apparatus arriving at the 
nearest and most familiar Charles Street, find no fire there but have 
to proceed to the other Charles Street near Nonesuch Pond. That 
this can happen is attested by the case a few years ago where a Co- 
chituate resident notified the Natick Fire Department of a fire on a 
street with a name similar to that of a Natick street to which latter 
location the trucks went in vain, with a serious delay in discovering 
the error. 


This extreme case may serve to call attention to the daily loss 
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of time and confusion in directions either in travelling or in mail sent 
to homes on streets with the same name, in the same town yet miles 
apart. Another difficulty exists in the description of property titles 
in deeds which are not clear. Most of these conflicts occur where 
the names of old accepted streets in the Town have been duplicated 
by new developers opening streets in the outskirts when no super- 
vision of these existed. It is realized that some inconvenience will 
be suffered for a time by those living on streets where the name 
may be changed. 


The Planning Board have tabulated a list of the streets with 
duplicated names, and have checked the dates of each earliest use 
where available. The length of each street and the number of houses 
has been compared. From the above information a recommendation 
can be made as to which street should have the name changed. 
Names suggested have been used as proposed alternates. 


Articles covering ten streets proposed for changes in name have 
been prepared for inclusion in the Town Meeting Warrant of 1941, 
and it is hoped that favorable action will result so as to appreciably 
diminish this unwarranted confusion. 


The Planning Board takes great pleasure in learning of the 
award to two students of Natick High School by the New England 
Town Planning Association. This First Prize to Allen Bradford and 
Gordon Bouret for their six studies, including a Master Plan for 
Natick, is a recognition of their original ideas and excellence of work. 
It calls for congratulations to the boys and to Mr. Alfred Maffeo, 
their excellent teacher of the course, also to Mr. Clifford Hall, Su- 
perintendent of Schools, who has been personally interested in this 
subject for many years. 


The Planning Board, at the close of this year, wish to thank the 
many town officials and friends for their valuable cooperation. We 
have particularly called upon the Selectmen, the Town Counsel, the 
Board of Health, and Mr. Sargent, Superintendent of the Public 
Works Department, during this year.

February 14th a female pedestrian was struck and killed by an 
automobile on Worcester Street, at Hartford Street. 


June 30th a male pedestrian was struck and killed by an automo- 
bile on Eliot Street, near Leach Lane. 


On July 10th a man was killed on Worcester Street, about 300 
feet east of Speen Street, when his car left the road and struck a 
pole.

I wish to call the attention of the voters to the need of the pur- 
chase of a new triple combination pump this year to replace the old 
White pumping engine which has been in service for the past twenty- 
two years. On account of its age, parts cannot be secured as they 
are not made today, for a model that has long since past out of ex- 
istance. Several weeks ago the steering rod broke on this truck and 
it was necessary to have the part welded as a new one could not be 
purchased. 


The remaining trucks are also carrying many years of service, the 
latest piece being over fifteen years of age. It is recommended that 
a new piece be purchased every two or three years until the depart- 
ment is equipped with model up to date apparatus throughout. 
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Engine No. 1 Purchased in 1918, 22 years old. 
Ladder No. 1 Purchased in 1921, 19 years old. 
Engine No. 2 Purchased in 1922, 18 years old. 
Engine No. 3 Purchased in 1925, 15 years old. 


Ladder No. 1 is badly in need of painting, as are all the other 
trucks in the Central Station, but as this truck appears to be most 
in need I recommend it be painted this year. 


In conclusion I wish to extend my thanks and appreciation for 
all those who assisted me during the year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF FIRE ALARMS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 
I hereby submit my Annual Report as Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms for the year 1940. 
Following is the work completed during the year. 
During the month of January several pole transfers were made. 
Damage to box 28 caused by accident repaired. 
February, storm damage in South and East Natick repaired. 


Broken cable caused by falling tree on Glen Street, South Na- 
tick repaired. 


Broken wire on South Main Street repaired. 


All slack wire on Worcester Street, Oak, Pine Streets in Welles- 
ley Park district, Middlesex Avenue, Pleasant Street, South Natick 
and several other streets, wire pulled back in place. 


Line rebuilt on Eliot Street, South Natick from Everett to South 
Street, 42 two pin arms being used. 


Five fire alarm boxes transferred to new locations. 
Lead-in wire on six boxes replaced. 
All fire alarm boxes painted and warning signs against pulling 
false alarms put on boxes. 
Recommendations 


Circuit number four from box 63 down Middlesex Avenue on old 
road bed to Central Station should be rebuilt this coming year. Eliot 
Street, South Natick should also be completed. 


I would recommend a larger truck be purchased this year for use 
on the fire alarm as the one being used is entirely too small to carry 
the necessary tools and equipment. 
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Owing to the new law enacted governing air tanks containing 
fifty pounds pressure or more, a complete new installation including 
new tanks will have to be completed this coming year. At the 
present time we are only carrying fifty pounds pressure on our com- 
pressed air tanks and as that was insufficient to operate the old fire 
alarm whistle, a set of horns had to be used in its place. We are for- 
bidden to carry over fifty pounds pressure on our old tanks which 
have been in service for the past thirty-four years, and as tanks are 
only supposed to be in service for a period of not over twenty years, 
it can be readily seen the possibility of an explosion in case higher 
pressure is used. After careful investigation, taking everything into 
consideration, a complete new installation is recommended to prop- 
erly comply with the law governing same.

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report for the Building Department for the 
year 1940. 


The number of permits issued is 428. 


The remuneration in fees is $1,000.00 which amount has been 
turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


The Inspector of Buildings and Wires made 996 inspections. 


The Inspectors of Plumbing and Deputy Inspector made 235 in- 
spections. 


A marked increase in activities is still continuing in the Home 
growth, and with the new sections in East Natick that have been 
laid out and approved by the Planning Board, 1941 should show a 
greater improvement over the past years. 


At the present time there has been built or is under construction 
since January 1, 1940, 118 new homes. 


The Department has been working under much difficulty the past 
year because the amount appropriated for the Inspectors of Plumbing 
was not sufficient to cover their salaries. 


The office duties and building inspections required by the Depart- 
ment for the Inspector of Buildings and Wires has increased con- 
siderably through the years. The salary in 1930 was set at $1,000.00 
plus one-half the fees per year; in 1936 the salary was limited to 
$1,000.00 plus one-half the fees to $400.00. Since this time the Zoning 
Laws and many additions to other laws have been added to the duties 
of this Inspector and the salary has not been returned to the original 
amount set in 1930, although through the years the amount collected 
in fees has been well over $800.00. 


The Office of Inspector of Buildings and Wires should be a full- 
time position with a salary to cover all expenses thus permitting the 
fees to be used by the Town for other expenses.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Quite a lot of hurricane damage was repaired the past year in 
the line of straightening large trees and cableing many split trees 
also cavity work of which there is still a vast amount left. 


Most of the remaining stumps were disposed of. Much trimming 
of stubs and dead limbs was done. The past year we covered the en- 
tire town in the cutting of low limbs down in the way of sidewalks, 
limbs around electric lights and brush growing out in the way of the 
traveling public along the roadsides. The W. P. A. gave us a lot of 
valyable help in repair work, cavity work, trimming, taking down 
worthless trees and stump work. We are in hopes that we will get 
more W. P. A. help the coming year. 


Many replacements of trees on the main thoroughfares was done 
as well as on some of the side streets. 119 trees were planted. 84 
Norway Maples (Acer platanoides,) 11 Sugar Maples (Acer saccha- 
rum,) and 24 European Lindens, (Tilia cordata.) 


We have 6 trees healed in, 107 trees in the nursery, Norway and 
Sugar Maples and about 25 Red Oak trees root pruned last spring in 
the Town Forest that will be ready to plant the coming year. 


The Elm Leaf Beetle situation the past year was anything but 
good, but we had a far better looking Town than a good many. 
Many towns were in a terrible condition from this pest. We had to 
spray some sections a second time. We cannot get over the Town 
soon enough to get a large percent of the adult beetles before they 
lay their eggs and when they hatch out the poison is much weakened 
by rains and the lavae survive and it is this stage of the insect that 
does the real damage. It is advocated to spray the Elms a second 
time if possible. We hope to do this the coming season. ‘The 
Dutch Elm Disease has not been found in Massachusetts as yet but 
is very close. It is both in Connecticut and New York State. We 
hope we never get it as we have plenty to contend with.

The Gypsy Moth conditions are not as favorable as last year. A 
great many more egg clusters were found scattered throughout the 
Town on our Street Trees and Park areas in this fall’s work and 
likely many more than last spring will be found in the private prop- 
erty in the spring creosoting of 1941. 


The wood lands next to the Weston and Wayland lines are very 
bad and we expect there will be some defoliation in this section the 
coming year. It seems evident that we are not going to have any 
W. P. A. help to take care of this situation as in previous years. 
Much of this work will have to be neglected as it takes about all our 
funds to take care of our roadsides, Parks and residential sections. 


Some cleaning of brush along the roadsides and down wood and 
brush in the Town Forest have been taken care of when weather 
conditions would not permit of other work. Quite a lot of wood has 
been salvaged for the Welfare Department. Some egg clusters were 
found under this down wood. The Tent Caterpillar conditions in 
West Natick were quite bad. The balance of the Town the nests 
were quite scattered.

During October and November the annual clinics for immuniza- 
tion against Diphtheria were held by the Board of Health at the 
Senior High School Hall. 404 children from the age of six months 
to twelve years were inoculated. 


The annual free clinics for the inoculation of dogs against Rabies 
were held during the month of May. 607 dogs were inoculated at 
these clinics. During the summer months three dogs died of Rabies 
in Natick. These dogs had not been inoculated against rabies. The 
expenditure for vaccine and treatments required in these cases and 
other dog bite cases amounted to $1,002.84. 


Contagious Disease expenditure this year amounted to $14,470.59. 
Tuberculosis, $6,118.58; Scarlet Fever, $8,293.22; Diphtheria, $55.79; 
Smallpox, $3.00. 


Owing to the increased expenditure for Rabies this year and the 
Scarlet Fever epidemic, we were obliged to ask for an overdraft of 
$6,250.00. This year 203 cases of scarlet fever were reported and 130 
of these cases required hospitalization at Brighton. Early in De- 
cember 5 extra nurses were placed in the public and parochial schools 
to assist the regular nurses in examining the children daily.

Gentlemen: 


I wish to submit to the full Board the following report of my 
activities as agent of the Department for the past year. 


During this term I have made 155 visits and inspections of various 
localities and buildings within the Town. Such included the answer- 
ing of complaints received by the Department of Public Health and 
the Agent personally. Numbering among these complaints were the 
following: Unsanitary premises, 34 complaints; overflowing cesspools, 
9 complaints; dumps, 6 complaints; roosters crowing, 1 complaint; 
harboring and failing to dispose of dead animals, 1 complaint; har- 
boring skunks, 2 complaints. 


In all the above cases it was necessary for me to make a visit to 
inspect the premises complained of and in many cases, to make a 
follow-up visit after orders to abate had been issued to the occupants 
or owners. 


Inspections of premises were made before issuing the following 
permits: 21 hen permits; 2 for pigs; 1 for goats; 2 for rabbits; 3 for 
pigeons; 1 for bees; 1 for turkeys; 3 for septic tanks. 


Thirty-two “No Dumping” signs were erected by the agent this 
past year. 


Visits involving rabies and scarlet fever were also made by the 
agent in 1940.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASE 


Contagious diseases most prevalent during the year were, Scarlet 
Fever, 203; chicken pox, 151, and whooping cough 69 cases. A total 
of 940 visits were made to homes having scarlet fever cases. Other 
disease quarantine visits numbered 480 during the year. 


This year scarlet fever cases increased as the cold weather ad- 
vanced, and the emergency measure taken by your Board of having 
nurses appointed to check pupils daily enabled me to give my entire 
time to quarantine of cases, and the supervision of contacts in the 
home. Our quarantine regulations were enforced in every instance, 
and all complaints were carefully investigated. 


It was necessary to hospitalize 130 of our cases because of the 
severity of the symptoms or complications or because of the inability 
of the family to properly care for the patient at home. 


No cases of Diphtheria were reported this year, although the 
disease was prevalent in adjacent towns during the year. A total of 
404 children received the treatment against diphtheria this year. This 
brings the percentage of children immunized well within the safety 
zone. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


One case of Pulmonary Tuberculosis was reported and two cases 
died at the Middlesex County Sanatorium during the year. This year 
eight pulmonary cases received treatment at the Middlesex County 
Sanatorium, 1 pulmonary case at North Reading State Sanatorium 
and 1 extra-pulmonary case is receiving treatment at the Lakeville 
State Sanatorium. 


During the past year 68 discharged sanatoria patients, tubercular 
contacts and cases for diagnosis went to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment of the Middlesex County Sanatorium. 14 of our School Clinic 
cases were also checked at the Sanatorium this year. 


Money from the Christmas Seal Sale was used to send a group 
of 3 Natick girls to Camp Virginia for eight weeks this summer. 
Careful supervision and health building activities help raise the health 
standards of this susceptible group, and has proven a definite addi- 
tion to our tuberculosis prevention program. 


CHILD HYGIENE 


Our Well-child clinic re-opened the first of September under the 
direction of a physician appointed by your Board. New registrations 
numbered 235, and 203 pre-school children re-registered during the 
year. There were also 30 other infants contacted in the home. 


Babies attending our conferences are given a periodic physical 
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examination by our physician, and infants and children are weighed 
weekly. Formula and diet advice is given the mothers, and cases of 
illness or defects requiring treatments are referred to their family 
physician or to a Boston clinic.

I herewith submit my report as Milk and Dairy Inspector for 
the year ending December 31, 1940. 


Number of Milk Licenses issued totaled eighty-seven. Dealers, 
33; Stores and restaurants, 54; Pasteurization, 8; Oleomargarine, 14. 


Quarts of Milk sold daily (approximately) 4.631 
Quarts of Pasteurized Milk sold daily 4,121 
Quarts of Vitamin D, Milk sold daily 220 
Quarts of Grade A. Milk sold daily 250 
Quarts of Certified Milk sold daily 15 
Quarts of Butter Milk sold daily 15

Quarts of Pasteurized Cream sold daily 169 


Each month samples of milk were collected from all dealers sell- 
ing milk and cream in Natick. 320 samples were examined in the 
laboratory by the Bacteriologist during the year. 


All milk and cream sold in Natick must be pasteurized or certi- 
fied and all milk sold in stores and restaurants must be sold in the 
original container. 


Dairies supplying milk and cream to Natick are under State and 
Federal supervision for the eradication of Tuberculosis and are lo- 
cated in Framingham, Dover, Sherborn, Millis, Medway, Hopkinton, 
Marlboro, Northboro, Southboro, Hudson, Sudbury, Metcalf and 
Charles River. Market milk and cream comes in from Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 


Local Dairies were inspected and scored as required by the State 
Milk Control Board. Outside dairies were inspected by their local 
inspector or by inspectors from the State Milk Control Board.

320 samples of milk, representing 33 dairies were examined in 
the laboratory during the year 1940. 


The examination included the determination of fat and total 
solids, and the gross and microscopical examination of the sediment 
for the presence of dirt, cells, and excess numbers of bacteria. Of 
the 320 samples, 5 were below the legal standard for butterfat con- 
tent, 2 were deficient in total solids, and all were satisfactory in the 
tests of the sediment. 


There was one sample of goat’s milk, which proved satisfactory 
in every respect. 9 standard plate counts of bacteria were done, none 
of which showed excessive bacterial content. 


The number of samples examined has again increased over the 
previous year. The quality of the milk examined has maintained a 
high level as to cleanliness and chemical constitution.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the 
year ending December 31, 1940. 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as 
ordered by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock 
Disease Control, was made during the months of November and 
December. A certificate of health was given to the owners or per- 
sons in charge when animals were found to be healthy. 


Seventy-three premises were visited and inspected by me during 
the year. A total of 1,948 animals were examined; 501 cows, 82 
heifers, 27 bulls, 28 goats, 1,305 swine and 5 sheep. With few ex- 
ceptions the animals were found to be in good condition and the 
premises were clean. During the year a number of cattle shipped 
in from out of State to Natick on permit from the Division of Live- 
stock Disease Control, were placed under quarantine until released 
by the local Inspector. 


During 1940 three dogs died of Rabies in Natick. Eleven dogs 
were placed under quarantine for 90 days as contacts to these dogs. 
104 dogs were quarantined for 14 days for having bitten one or more 
persons after which they were re-examined and released under order 
of the Division of Livestock Disease Control. 


Free clinics for the inoculation of dogs against Rabies were held 
during the month of May by the local Board of Health. 607 dogs 
received the protective treatment. Three cases of rabies were re- 
ported to the local Board of Health during 1940. These dogs had 
not received the inoculations against Rabies.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We respectfully submit herewith the report of the Public Wel- 
fare Department for the year ending December 31, 1940. 


The employment situation showed a marked improvement from 
almost the beginning of the year, with the result that a great num- 
ber of persons on General Welfare obtained employment. Relief 
to some of our cases was due to federal requirements that all 
W. P. A. workers (except veterans) who had eighteen months con- 
secutive service must be laid off for at least thirty days. The expen- 
ditures for General Relief in 1939 were $48,720.22 and for 1940 
$44,199.52. 


Public assistance programs have developed so rapidly during the 
last few years of the present extended depression period that agen- 
cies administering such assistance find it necessary to review their 
policies and methods of relief. Administrative bodies have come to 
realize more and more that the fundamental needs of people must 
be met; that these needs must be met sensibly and practically; that 
we are dealing with individuals and not masses. The wide varieties 
of family problems among those applying for assistance and the 
changes which occur during the period of dependency make it in- 
cumbent upon agencies to arrange a plan or method for giving re- 
lief which is so flexible that it can be applied to individual situa- 
tions. 


There is a wide diversity of method and practices of granting 
relief throughout the commonwealth by local Boards. The problems 
being of the same nature and since, in some categories, the state 
and federal government share in the expenses, it is only logical that 
uniform standards and methods for planning and granting relief be 
set up. Until such time as this is done a difference in assistance 
rendered by Boards in cities and towns will show a marked differ- 
ence in relief costs. We adhere strictly to a budget as set up by the 
State Department of Public Welfare which takes into consideration 
the actual needs of the individual and provides adequate assistance 
on a basis of fair distribution of our funds and consideration of tax- 
payers’ money. 


Relief is based upon need and need is always individual, varying 
with different persons and changing with the same person. Careful 
consideration must be given to the need of assistance, adequacy of 
assistance and the proper time of discontinuance of assistance. Our 
food budget is a minimum budget; the housewife must be a good 
planner, cook and shopper to live within it. There is no allowance 
for waste, spoilage, poor cooking, etc. 


While our general relief load shows a decrease our case loads 
in Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children are constant- 
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ly increasing, factors over which this Board has no control. In 
general relief the entire expense is borne by the place of settlement 
and in unsettled cases the expenses are reimbursed in full by the 
Commonwealth, providing the notices and status change forms are 
in order. Old Age Assistance is shared by federal, state and town 
50% up to $40.00 monthly by federal, two-thirds of the remainder by 
state and the balance by the town of settlement. 


Aid to Dependent Children is shared by federal, state and town 
(settlements excluded) as follows :—federal contribution one-half of 
$18.00 for the first child and one-half of $12.00 per child remaining up 
to 16 years of age, or 18 years of age if regularly attending school. 
The state contributes one-third of total amount and the balance is 
made up by the town; with the same proviso that notices and changes 
of status forms are all in order. 


For a complete list of receipts and expenditures of each category 
we refer you to the report of the auditor. 


The Board of Public Welfare wishes to thank all those who have 
in any way assisted in the administration of the department. For 
the helpful support given us by the clergy of all denominations as 
well as the Leonard Morse Hospital we wish to express our deep 
appreciation of the valuable assistance extended us in the adminis- 
tration of assistance.

During the year new cases were added and some cases were 
dropped and returned as conditions warranted it. 


From January Ist to December 31st, I investigated 209 cases and 
3 death cases. Wrote 260 letters and made many local and long dis- 
tant telephone calls. Attended 52 meetings with the veterans to take 
care of their needs. Some cases took me out of town to complete 
my investigations.

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REPORT OF MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION 
SERVICE 


This is a report of the work done in Natick during 1940 by the 
Middlesex County Extension Service: 


Farmers have been assisted in planning their farm program, in 
improving pastures and in the introduction of Ladino clover and the 
seeding mixtures. 


Mr. George Lindenberger was one of the group of Middlesex 
farmers to go on the pasture tour in New Hampshire in July. 


Mr. Lloyd Wheeler is a member of the Herd Health Association. 


Mr. James Rankin and Mrs. William M. Hopf have served as 
treasurer and secretary respectively of the Middlesex County Milk- 
Goat Breeders’ Association. 


Several poultrymen in Natick were visited concerning their pro- 
duction problems. 


Spray schedules were sent to fruit growers before each spray, 
giving time of application and materials to use. Vegetable spray 
charts for the major crops were sent monthly during the growing 
season to the vegetable growers. Several farm visits were made, 
giving personal information on the growers’ crops. Several meetings 
were held throughout the growing season in neighboring towns where 
growers could obtain any requested information. 


A music institute was held in co-operation with the girl scouts 
and other leaders. This was a series of meetings on assisting music 
leaders. 


A talk on foods was given to the mothers’ group. 


4-H Club work was participated in by seventy-one girls and 
twenty-six boys. Alex Culbertson as town chairman had the follow- 
ing working with him: Mrs. Mildred Kilmer, Mrs. Eva Space, com- 
mittee members; Mrs. Horace Langley, food; Mrs. Alvin Benedict, 
canning; Miss Shirley Kilmer, sewing; Miss Jean Culbertson, sew- 
ing; Mrs. George Webb, sewing; Miss Myrtle Markham and Barbara 
Buell, canning; Robert Nelson, handicraft. 


Shirley Kilmer was County Delegate to State Junior Leaders’ 
Camp, and was also invited back to the 1940 music camp which she 
attended the previous year. 


Charles Coyne and Peggy Ronan won recognition by the County 
office on their garden work. 
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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


Your Park Department respectfully submits the following report 
of its activities for the year 1940. 


THE COMMON 


The Public Works Department built a new cement walk from 
the corner of Central Street to the center of the Common. This 
was raised in some sections about six inches above the level of the 
old walk. It was necessary for the Park Department to regrade 
the lots on either side of the walk. This work was done and the 
grass up before Memorial Day. The Common was kept in splendid 
condition throughout the spring and summer months, and the Park 
Department received a great many fine compliments on the appear- 
ance of the Common. We had a large zinnia bed in the center and 
two beds of petunias around the monuments. The rock garden was 
filled with a rock garden variety and flowers were staggered be- 
tween the evergreens on the four corners. We also replanted a 
sugar maple tree on one of the front lots. This tree was taken from 
the old pumping station lot on Pond Street. 


COOLIDGE PLAYGROUND 


Two hundred pounds of grass seed and one quarter ton of fer- 
tilizer was sown on the bare spots on the field. The baseball dia- 
mond was kept in good playing condition at all times and the ball 
players appreciated this very much. We hope that in the near fu- 
ture the town will see fit to appropriate sufficient money to rebuild 
the old wooden bleachers or start to build cement stands. 


HUNNEWELL PLAYGROUND 


The infield was regraded and cut out this past fall. We felt it 
advisable to do this work after it was called to our attention that 
two players lost some teeth when the ball bounced and hit them. 
As we did not plan to do this work it was necessary for us to use 
the money appropriated to sand the beach at Dug Pond. We 
hauled forty yards of loam from the pile at Memorial Park to com- 
plete this work. 


Permission was granted to a group of South Natick boys to 
build a skating rink on the football field. 


DUG POND BEACH 


The life guards, under the supervision of Mr. Richard Burke did 
a splendid job this past season. A new steel boat was purchased by 
the Park Department and W. P. A., each paying 50% of the cost. 
The Park Department allowed the W. P. A. to use the boats with 
the agreement that all damage would be taken care of by the 
W. P. A. The cost of repairing the boat at Dug Pond was es- 
timated at $17.00. After discussing the matter with Mr. Leavitt, 
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it was suggested that the Park Department purchase a new boat, 
as the old one was twelve years old and the cost of repairing the old 
boat was too high, considering its age. 


We transplanted three shade trees on the bank near the beach 
and in a few years they should shade a large part of the beach. We 
did not sand the beach this past summer for reasons stated earlier in 
this report. We would like to develop the grounds surrounding the 
beach so that the older folks will have a nice shady place to rest 
while keeping an eye on their children. A small appropriation each 
year for four or five years would make a great improvement in this 
respect. 


OLD TOWN PARK 


The life guards at the beach were Mr. Joseph Rafferty and Mr. 
Edward Dowd and they also did a splendid job, not a serious acci- 
dent being reported. The grounds were kept in shape by the Park 
Department employees. 


We wish to thank the other town departments and citizens for 
their co-operation with the Park Department during the past year.

Article 4. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will ap- 
propriate to pay unpaid bills of the various departments, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for a Reserve Fund in accordance with Chapter 40, Section 6, 
General Laws, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 6. ‘To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen to in- 
stall ten (10) lights wherever they think necessary, and appropriate 
money for same or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
for the emergency overdrafts of the year 1940 of the various depart- 
ments, under provisions of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws, as 
amended. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
for the maintenance of streets constructed under Chapter 90. Such 
sum or part thereof to be used in conjunction with equal money con- 
tributed by the State and County. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
by borrowing or otherwise, to resurface, reconstruct or drain all or 
any portion of Oak Street and Pleasant Street, South Natick, such 
sum or part thereof to be used in conjunction with money contributed 
by the State and County. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to rebuild or resurface existing tar and gravel walks 
with concrete or asphaltic material; appropriate money to pay for 
same, the labor to be furnished by the Federal Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money the Town will appro- 
priate, such sum to be credited to the Road Machinery Fund, and 
that the Board of Public Works be authorized to purchase for the 
Highway Division such equipment as, in their judgment, may be 
necessary; the cost of same to be taken from the Road Machinery 
Fund, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
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of Public Works to build or repair such fences, guard rails, and re- 
taining walls as, in their judgment, would best serve the interest of 
the Town by the prevention of accidents to the traveling public; ap- 
propriate money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to resurface, rebuild Pine Street, appropriate money 
to pay for same, the labor to be furnished by the Federal Works 
Progress Administration, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Public Works to improve the water system by extending the water 
mains and replacing old cement lined pipe with pipe of not less than 
6 inch diameter, appropriate or borrow money to pay for same, the 
labor to be furnished by the Federal Works Progress Administration, 
or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept West Street, 
as the same has been laid out and filed by the Selectmen, work to be 
done under the Betterment Act, appropriate money to pay for the 
same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 17. To hear and act on the report of the School Survey 
Committee appointed under Article 35 of the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting for the year 1937, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of acquiring land for and of con- 
structing an addition to the present High School building and of re- 
modeling said building, including the addition of necessary furniture 
and furnishings; and authorize the borrowing of money therefor 
under authority of any general or special law authorizing the town to 
borrow for said purpose, or to take any action relative thereto. 


Article 19. To hear and act on the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed under Article 40 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing for the year 1939, relative to the sale of the Eliot School prop- 
erty, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize a commit- 
tee to sell the whole or any part of the property which was formerly 
used for the Eliot Elementary School, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to appropriate or borrow 
a sum of money not exceeding nine thousand dollars ($9,000.00) for 
the purchase of a new triple combination pump, ladder and hose truck 
to replace the old White pumping engine at the Central Station and 
appoint a committee to purchase same or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 22. To see if the Town of Natick will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for collection and disposal of all 
refuse; said contract or contracts for same to be awarded by the 
Natick Board of Health. 


Article 23. To hear and act upon the report of the World War 
Memorial Committee, or otherwise act thereon. 
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Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to add to the names al- 
ready on the Honor Roll of the World War Memorial, the names of 
certain other men and women, citizens of the Town; who through 
error or oversight were credited as having enlisted from Towns and 
Cities other than Natick; and to indicate by a Gold Star after their 
names on the said Honor Roll, the fact that certain Veterans whose 
names now appear thereon, died while in the service of their Country, 
raise and appropriate money to carry out the same, or otherwise act 
thereon. 


Article 25. To hear and act on the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed under Article 39 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing for the year 1939, relative to the sale of the Town Infirmary, or 
otherwise act thereon. 


Article 26. ‘To see if the Town will authorize a committee of five 
to be appointed by the moderator to study the playground facilities 
in Natick and to examine the possibility of developing Memorial 
Park, or any other location, into a suitable athletic plant, to report at 
the next annual town meeting, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 27. To see if the Town of Natick will vote to direct the 
Selectmen to petition the General Court for legislation authorizing 
the submission to the voters of the Town of Natick of the question 
of adopting representative Town Government by Limited Town 
Meetings; or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 28. To hear and act on the report of the committee ap- 
pointed under Articles 24 and 26 of the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting for the year 1938, relative to Lighting, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Article 29. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the purchasing and installation of a 
new controller in the traffic light in Walcott Square, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money not to exceed $500.00 to build a metal fence on the 
south side and rear of the school property in North Natick, to replace 
the present one now in decay, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to purchase from one 
Pratt a certain parcel of land situated on the easterly side of North 
Main street, near the Felchville school, appropriate money to pay 
for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 32. ‘To see if the Town will appropriate a sum sufficient 
to pay the County of Middlesex as required by law on account .of 
assessments levied on the Town for its share of the principal of the 
Middlesex County Tuberculosis Hospital Funding Loan, Act of 1932 
bonds maturing in 1941 issued in compliance with Chapter 10, Acts 
of 1932, also for any other indebtedness incurred and outstanding 
under said Chapter 10, also for the Town’s share of the cost and in- 
terest on said bonds due in 1941, also for the care, maintenance, and 
repair of said Hospital for 1940 and including interest on temporary 
notes issued therefor in accordance with sections of Chapter 111 of 
the General Laws applicable therefor, and for all other expenses in 
connection therewith, including Chapter 400, Section 25G (6) (a) of 
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the Acts of 1936, determine how the money shall be raised, or in any 
way act thereon. 


Article 33. To see what action the town will take relative to the 
disposal of the West Natick Hose House and the land on which it 
stands belonging to the Town, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasu- 
rer to execute and deliver on behalf of the Town a good and suf- 
ficient quitclaim deed or deeds or a deed or deeds of release of all 
of the Town's right, title and interest in the whole or any part or 
parts of the premises acquired by the Town under a tax deed dated 
September 26, 1934 and recorded with Middlesex South District 
Deeds, Book 5866, Page 87, to any person or persons who present to 
him satisfactory proof that the whole or any part or parts thereof are 
used exclusively for religious purposes or that all taxes, with interest 
and charges due on the part or parts. to be released have been paid, 
or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will make a change in its voting 
precincts by dividing precinct four (4) into two precincts to be 
known as precincts four (4) and five (5) as recommended by the Se- 
lectmen in a statement filed with the Town Clerk in accordance with 
the provisions of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, Chapter 
54, Section 7. 


Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to accept two lots of 
land from Melvin H. Parker and Louis E. Rudnick, Trustees of the 
Natick Development Trust under a Declaration of Trust dated March 
21, 1940, said lots being shown as Lots No. 1 and No. 14 on a plan re- 
corded with Middlesex South District Deeds on July 20, 1940 entitled 
“Plan of a Portion of Oakdale Acres, Natick, Mass., Owned By Na- 
tick Development Trust, Scale 40’—1” June 15, 1940, H. W. Whittier, 
Land Surveyor, 16 South Avenue, Natick, Mass., or otherwise act 
thereon. 


Article 37. To see if the Town will vote that the Town Treasur- 
er shall be the Custodian of all insurance policies and bonds which 
may be required by the various town departments, and that Town 
Officers and Boards which require insurance or bonds for themselves, 
or their employees, or for properties of the Town, shall procure the 
same through the Town Treasurer, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Allen Street, situated between Morse and School 
Streets, from said Allen Street to Avery Street, or otherwise act 
thereon. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Charles Street, Nonesuch Pond district, from said 
Charles Street to Cabot Street, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Elm Street, off Worcester Street near Park Avenue 
from said Elm Street to Lupine Street, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Highland Avenue, in West Natick, between Fiske 
and Broad Streets, from said Highland Avenue to Hudson Street, or 
otherwise act thereon. 
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Article 42. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Hillcrest Road, situated in West Natick near the 
Framingham line from said Hillcrest Road to Linwood Road, or other- 
wise act thereon. 


Article 43. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Maple Street, situated off Worcester Street near 
Park Avenue from said Maple Street to Linden Street, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Article 44. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Park Road or Street, situated in East Natick off Oak 
Street, from said Park Road or Street to Pike Street, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Article 45. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Wilson Road, situated in East Natick off Border 
Road from said Wilson Road to Winslow Road, or otherwise act 
thereon. 


Article 46. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Woodland Avenue, situated in West Natick off 
Broad Street from said Woodland Avenue to Windsor Avenue, or 
otherwise act thereon. 


Article 47. To see if the Town will vote to change the name of 
the street called Tyler Street, situated in West Natick off Lakeview 
Avenue from said Tyler Street to David Street, or otherwise act 
thereon. 


Article 48. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws in Division 17.3.5 of the Building Code by the addition of a 
paragraph S-8 as follows: 


S-8, Single family Residence District No. 8 is bounded 
by a line beginning at a point at the center of the bridge on 
Worcester Street over the so called Sunkaway, thence along 
a straight line running northerly to the Town Bound with 
Wayland nearest Pine Street by the so called Langmoor 
Farm, thence along the Town line between Natick and Way- 
land northerly and easterly to the Weston Town line, thence 
along the Natick-Weston Town Line and the Natick-Welles- 
ley Town line, southerly, westerly, and southerly to Business 
District No. 4, thence westerly and southerly around said 
Business District No. 4 to Worcester Street at Oak Street, 
thence westerly along Worcester Street to the point of begin- 
ning. This district comprises all the territory within said 
boundary except the tracts included in Manufacturing Dis- 
trict M-9 as described in Section 17.2.3 and Business District 
B-20 as described in Section 17.3.4.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


December 31, 1940. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


After careful consideration of the report of the Superintendent 
of Schools, it is the unanimous vote of the committee that it be in- 
corporated and be printed as a detailed report of the School Commit- 
tee for the year 1940. In it the many phases of the educational fa- 
cilities of the Town are explained in detail, and suggestions for 
necessary improvements leading to a greater efficiency, and conse- 
quently greater benefits to the youth of the town, are well worthy of 
close study by all citizens. 


It is the responsibility of your School Committee to provide the 
best administrative and teaching personnel that can be obtained for 
the money expended. In order to function to the best advantage, it 
is necessary that adequate facilities be provided with which to work, 
or no teaching staff can give full value for salaries allowed by the 
school budget. This means, room to house pupils without crowding, 
up-to-date equipment for the various departments, commercial, lab- 
oratory, household economics, music. The best text books in the va- 
rious fields, etc. More and more important tothe future of our youth 
is the educational start they get in the home town public school sys- 
tem. Our particular interest is that the children of Natick be equip- 
ped to the limit of our ability that they may compete unhandicapped 
with those educated in Public School systems of other localities. 
They are entitled to this. Our town has not kept up with the march 
of progress by supplying the funds necessary to provide modern 
school buildings. The time is here when this matter should be acted 
upon. A broad plan carefully considered by the proper committees 
is a necessity if we are to have a remedy. While we need new ele- 
mentary buildings properly constructed along approved lines and geo- 
graphically located to the best advantage, the matter of most concern 
to this committee is the serious situation which maintains at the Se- 
nior High School. Proper High School education cannot be obtained 
by pupils attaining High School grades, when, because of lack of 
room, a large number of the Sophomore Class must be housed in the 
Coolidge Junior High School, getting part of the curriculum in one 
building and a part in another. It is not a situation conducive to the 
best teaching, and it is bad for the morale of the pupils so affected. 
The present High School building is not only inadequate to house the 
pupils, but is antiquated as compared with present-day school con- 
struction. Study Hall, Home Room, Auditorium, Gymnasium and 
sanitary facilities are not sufficient. Particularly is this true of sani- 
tary facilities, and locker room space. It is useless to try to teach 
young people principles of cleanliness and sanitation, and at the same 
time provide them with glaring examples of the exact opposite for 
their daily use. 


From present indications in the lower grades we shall see no 
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lower enrollment in the High School for the next ten years, and the 
School Committee recommends that the conditions be remedied by 
the addition of seven new rooms, three on one wing of the present 
building and four on the other, and the present building at the same 
time be modernized to conform to the new additions, eliminating 
present unhealthy plumbing from the basement and providing needed 
home and study rooms and corridor space. We are putting an article 
in the Town Warrant to cover this very necessary improvement as 
we feel it should not be further delayed. 


The emphasis placed upon the situation at the Senior High School 
does not mean that conditions at some of the elementary schools do 
not need correction—this must come soon, but the High School is the 
most serious matter and we recommend prompt action on the part of 
the Town. 


The Committee wishes to acknowledge the splendid cooperation 
of the teachers and other members of the school department person- 
nel, who, under the able supervision of the Superintendent Mr. Hall, 
have done their utmost in their several positions to help the young 
people of the Town to lay the foundation for their future in the 
schools of Natick.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


The report of the schools for the year 1940 is hereby submitted 
for your consideration. 


Need for a Building Program 


In the spring of 1939 the Board of Health following an inspection 
of the Nathan Rice School officially closed the building for further 
school use. During that summer attempts were made through special 
town meetings to care for the situation through building construction 
of some kind. No favorable action was taken, and the Board of 
Health finally granted the temporary use of the building after the 
school department had made a few minor repairs. The building was 
reopened in September with the obsolete type of sanitation still in 
use; thus with the housing situation being cared for temporarily, the 
school survey committee has taken no further action pertaining to a 
building program. It takes time to develop a program such as Na- 
tick should have and one which can be extended over a period of 
years to avoid excessive taxation. We should'avoid heavy repair ex- 
penses to some buildings which cannot be expected to last much 
longer. The Lincoln building has been carried on by making fairly 
expensive repairs every year or two. In this building there are, how- 
ever, many serious defects which would involve the town in expense 
far beyond the possibility of any serviceable return. 


During the past eight years we have had a decrease in school 
population. This year, however, the school population is nearly the 
same with but a very slight decrease. In view of this fact and con- 
sidering that many new houses are being constructed, there should be 
some increase in enrollment in the next few years. An increase in 
enrollment, however, may occur in other sections that heretofore had 
a light school population. Such items as these which might mean a 
very profitable redistribution of our school districts should be taken 
into consideration by a school survey group. Any building program 
should at least consider the maintaining of a district sufficient to as- 
sure a straight grade per room program. At the present time six of 
our nine elementary buildings have two grades in each room. 


The senior high school has maintained its same level of enroll- 
ment and the decrease in school population has not affected this 
building. Two sophomore divisions have been housed for the past 
two years in the junior high school building in order to maintain a 
single session basis, leaving five hundred eighty pupils in a building 
constructed to accommodate five hundred. We have been forced to 
make a class room out of the art room, to move the art classes to a 
room in the basement, and to use the science laboratories as home- 
rooms, where pupils must use tablet arm chairs instead of desks be- 
cause of the lack of space and equipment. Not only do we lack 
quarters for our enrolled student population, but such accommoda- 
tions as lockers, lavatories, proper study halls, and storage space are 
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antiquated and entirely inadequate. Again we have been forced to 
use the assembly hall as a study room, where, during each study pe- 
riod in the day, there are approximately one hundred students ac- 
commodated. ‘The conditions under which pupils must prepare their 
work are definitely inferior and not conducive to good results. If 
the senior high school building is to be continued, the town should 
consider sufficient repairs and renovations to assure an integral high 
school group in a building sufficient in such details as approved sani- 
tation, adequate locker space, proper lighting facilities, adequate ven- 
tilation and renewed floor areas. 


Some definite program which can be supported over a period of 
years should be developed and presented to the taxpayers in the near 
future. 


Development of Handwriting 


The Rinehart system of handwriting has been put into effect in 
our elementary buildings this year. All children from grade one 
through grade six are being given the advantages of instruction and 
supervision of their handwriting. This system which was developed 
by Mr. Rinehart is now being used extensively throughout New 
England. Functional handwriting teaches a natural style of writing 
movement and is not in sympathy with systems which insist that all 
letters must be made with arm movement at all times. Handwriting 
is modified to meet the demands peculiar to different writing situa- 
tions. This system teaches the pupil to write well in any writing 
situation. 


Pupils are tested at the beginning and at the end of the school 
year, and the results are recorded for inspection by the parent. A 
sample of each pupil’s handwriting is examined each month by super- 
visors. Monthly diagnostic charts and certificates are sent to each 
teacher, and each pupil may check his own accomplishment. Our 
elementary teachers meet once a month. At this time they are given 
instruction by Mr. Rinehart who is the director of remedial hand- 
writing at the Boston University School of Business Administration. 
He is also director of salescheck lettering for the Allied Purchasing 
Corporation, New York City; Lord & Taylor Co., New York; and 
supervises handwriting in schools, colleges, and department stores on 
a national scale. His assistants supervise the progress made by the 
pupils in the school buildings. This system, adopted last September, 
has already produced remarkable progress in handwriting. We have 
been very agreeably surprised at the extensive amount of service ren- 
dered by this system to our twelve hundred elementary school chil- 
dren at such a nominal cost. 


The Senior and Junior High School Program Adjustments 


To offset our inadequate senior high building and its facilities, I 
believe that some improvements have been made this year in our cur- 
riculum or general program. 


For the first time we offer in our program of studies a course in 
public speaking. In any course as practical as this, wherein the ul- 
timate value is so easily perceived, it is rather difficult to name a 
definite primary objective. This is a subject wherein the benefits 
in one phase or another can be, and in most cases will be, con- 
tinued for years after high school is over. I say one phase or an- 
other because the results of this subject, if the study is sincerely pur- 
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sued, should have a definite effect on the life of each student. This 
statement is made because the first purpose of the course is to help 
the pupil conquer his fears and develop courage and enthusiasm in 
oral expression, which will inevitably be carried over into his private 
logic and conversation. The major aims of the course are to conquer 
fears and develop confidences, to teach pupils the importance of 
proper preparation of oral expression, to train for proper use of the 
microphone which is a source of elementary radio training, to bring 
about improvement of diction, enunciation and pronunciation, to de- 
velop logical reasoning and argumentation, and the acquisition of 
correct posture, poise, appearance and manner. 


It is a fact that in former years some mechanical drawing has 
been taught to a few students in the general art department; how- 
ever this year a definite improvement has been made in that me- 
chanical drawing is being taught on an average of two periods a week 
to those students who definitely need and desire such training. In 
planning the mechanical drawing course for high school pupils, two 
things were considered: first, an effort at producing some good 
draftsmen and second, an effort at teaching map reading and ele- 
mentary map making. This course consists of the drawing of geo- 
metric figures, copies of machine parts, detailed drawings of simple 
objects, and scale work. Immediately following this will come the 
use and handling of inking tools, and then tracing and blueprint mak- 
ing. In the drafting not a very great quantity of work can be pro- 
duced owing to time limitations. The mechanics of tracing, inking 
and blue-printing will be tried, and some elementary machine draw- 
ing will be taught. Various army units have contributed maps, and 
the students will have a chance to become familiar with co-ordinates, 
contours, grid systems and scales. With the country facing several 
years of military and industrial activity, the course will be made as 
practical as possible. The amount of ground covered will vary great- 
ly and will depend on the individual. 


The various departments in our high school have indeed been 
very fortunate this year in that the availability of our visual aids has 
been greatly increased. This is due largely to the increased interest 
shown in visual aids and the realization of their importance in the 
field of teaching, along with a systematic plan for maximum efficient 
usage. Such visual aids as the balopticon, various maps and charts, 
and the silent and sound motion picture machines have been used to 
great advantage and have definitely aided in the interest and the edu- 
cational value of the various courses presented. This year we have 
been able, by using the so-called “rotating program,” which includes 
an activity period of approximately forty minutes at the beginning of 
the school day, to make boys’ and girls’ glee clubs, band, and or- 
chestra, available to all students who desire such educational train- 
ing. We are indeed proud of the progress made in this department 
and are sure that our various clubs and organizations will continue 
to be beneficial to the morale and character of our educational sys- 
tem. Continually educators are working on and studying the better 
adaptation of subject matter to the needs of pupils both in school and 
after graduation. Continually we must improve our program of 
studies to help fulfill the requirements of society. It is indeed a vast 
problem to estimate or to determine the type and quality of subject 
matter that will be of the greatest value to both students and the 
community as a whole. Parts of our program of studies have under- 
gone in the past few years some very radical changes; whereas some 
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phases of our educational system have had only minor changes. Our 
teachers are constantly improving themselves by taking advanced 
courses pertaining to their subjects as well as constantly pursuing 
studies which will best meet the interests and requirements of the 
student. This problem of the improvement of our secondary school 
program of studies is under constant surveillance, and we are being 
aided continually by the many educational universities that are cons- 
cious of this ever-pressing problem. The continued use of standard 
tests in scholastic aptitude, in language usage, and in reading ability, 
along with the testing procedure in our new physical education pro- 
gram, which includes eyes, ears, and other physical aspects of our 
being, have been invaluable to us in adapting our curriculum to the 
many individual differences. It is true that there are many necessi- 
ties and desirable things to be obtained in our school to make it com- 
parable with other educational institutions in this country, and that 
when some of these necessities and desirables are realized, we will 
with much greater ease be able to make further changes in our cur- 
riculum for the mutual benefit of all concerned. 


Inability of many seventh grade pupils to read with a proper 
understanding of the subject matter led to the introduction of Funda- 
mental Language classes in Coolidge Junior High School several 
years ago. A pupil who lacks ability to read with understanding suf- 
fers not only in English but also in social studies, mathematics, 
science and all subjects where written problems are involved. These 
remedial classes, for all seventh grade pupils meet twice a week. 
They endeavor to help those with reading difficulties and at the same 
time strive to enrich the reading program of the bright pupils. We 
are including in our reading program such phases as poise and pos- 
ture and such voice features as pitch, enunciation, pronunciation and 
expression. These factors can be obtained only if the pupil is given 
confidence, security and a feeling of success. The first ten lessons 
are well spent in establishing the necessary understanding between 
pupils and teacher. The fact that our classes are graded according 
to ability is helpful as it puts the majority of the pupils on the same 
level, although there are always individual differences even with such 
a grouping. Ability to concentrate is fostered by the reading exer- 
cises because most of the new books include questions that can be 
answered only if the pupil has given the necessary thought and at- 
tention to the reading material. In a true remedial class only ma- 
terial that the pupil is familiar with would be used, but by setting up 
the proper motivation and creating an interest we try to increase 
knowledge of a subject or introduce a new one. Specific skills such 
as; comprehension, memory, speed, skimming and good study habits 
are developed by correlating reading with school subjects. Almost all 
of the reading books help to develop these and many other skills be- 
cause the exercises and reading selections are planned with the de- 
velopment of these skills in mind. We are trying to steer a middle 
course between two theories of reading. One theory stresses silent 
reading; the other theory stresses oral reading. Our aim is to give 
attention to both oral and silent reading and to enrich the reading 
program with a wide variety of interests. 


Several years ago typewriting was taught to ninth grade pupils 
in the junior high school. Every pupil had an opportunity to learn 
the fundamentals of typing. This was valuable for several reasons. 
It was exploratory; that is, pupils had a chance to find out whether 
or not they liked the subject and whether they were qualified to con- 
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tinue with it in senior high school. Those pupils who elect a heavy 
schedule of college preparatory subjects in senior high do not have 
the time to schedule typewriting; this is a decided handicap for these 
pupils who later attend college. The pupil who does not qualify for 
the Business Course or the College Course and yet later in life ac- 
quire his own business, a filling station, truck or garage, will recog- 
nize the benefits of a knowledge of typing. We have the problem of 
a number of sophomores in the New Civic group having to go over 
to the senior high school building after regular classes have closed. 
These could be better cared for if typewriting was available in the 
junior high building. Eighteen machines took care of our needs pre- 
vious to elimination of the course for economic reasons. The pur- 
chase of eighteen new machines for senior high and the subsequent 
transfer of eighteen second hand machines to the junior high school 
would make it possible to institute this program next September. 
This can be done without an additional teacher. 


The course of study in English in our junior high school which 
was formulated about ten years ago has been revised and rewritten 
after a year of intensive study by a committee of English teachers. 
Renewed emphasis has been given to the study of functional gram- 
mar, spelling and writing. Each year of work has been planned to 
have definite value for that year, and certain refinements have been 
deferred until the senior high school years. In all this work we are 
striving for pupil growth, formation of habits and the development 
of power rather than the memorizing of rules and facts. To be able 
to gather the facts relating to a problem, weigh them one against 
another and then draw conclusions and make one’s own decisions, 
whether or not they agree with those of the teacher, is the goal we 
seek. 


The Physical Education Department 


The year 1940 has seen some changes in the organization of this 
department. I believe these changes are a very definite advantage 
to both the pupils and the school system. During the spring of 1940, 
plans were made to reorganize, to some extent, the work in the ele- 
mentary grades. ‘These plans included the appointment of our junior 
high instructor to direct the boys’ program in this portion of the sys- 
tem. He has set up a program with the cooperation of the various 
elementary school teachers and the principals which, I believe, is 
going to be quite successful. He visits each school at least once every 
two weeks to supervise and direct the carrying out of a program of 
skills for boys. During the spring, a regular baseball league was or- 
ganized, which played a total of forty games. This winter will see 
the resumption of the Saturday morning basketball league in the 
junior high school gymnasium assisted by the various men of the sys- 
tem. During the winter, the instructor will also be able to do cor- 
rective work at the various schools. 


In the past number of years, the physical education in the senior 
high school has been curtailed to a great extent. This has been made 
necessary by the fact that accommodations, gymnasium space, 
shower facilities, and physical education equipment have been lack- 
ing. Another factor in curtailing the program was the double ses- 
sion. Last year, we were fortunate to return to the single session, 
and we did have a chance to conduct some gymnasium work. This 
work was not compulsory, with the result that most of the people 
who elected it were those who took part in our outside athletics and 
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were not in need of the physical work. Those who did need the 
physical education remained in their study classes, thereby defeating 
the program at its outset. This year we have installed a new system 
in physical education. It is known as the P. F. L., or Physical Fit- 
ness Index. It is a program in which the health, physical educa- 
tion and outside conditions affecting the boys’ physical development 
are tied closely together. The school nurse and the school doctors 
have co-operated in making the start quite successful. The Physical 
Fitness Index consists of a medical examination and a testing pro- 
gram for physical fitness, which enables us to prescribe the amount 
of physical education which a boy needs. After that has been deter- 
mined, the boy is assigned to remedial classes or to classes merely to 
develop skills. A boy may even be assigned to rest periods. He will 
be advised as to diet, outside activities, and the care of his body. One 
of the great advantages of this program is that there are retests 
made aiter periods of remedial work. In all educational endeavors, 
there should be tests to measure achievement. Heretofore, physical 
education work has been given to correct defects that were apparent 
to the instructors; but through this testing program, physical needs 
can be judged accurately; and, after a period of remedial work, re- 
tests are made by which we may measure what a boy has achieved 
in his classes of physical education. At the present time, the pro- 
gram has centered mostly around the sophomore and junior boys, 
with a few of the seniors included. It is our intention to expand this 
program to include the girls in the school. 


The Music Education Department 


The philosophy of music education is to foster the inherent love 
of music and to bring the individual performance up to the level of 
ability of the greatest number of pupils. The work on the three 
school levels has progressed along such lines this year. The carry- 
over of last year’s work through the summer months is a testimony 
to the efforts of the grade teachers and the efficiency of the course 
of study. All but seven grades throughout the system are uniformly 
equipped with a basic text. It has been the instituting of these texts 
which has enabled the work to progress rapidly. With the entrance 
of the new class to the junior high this fall has come the beginnings 
of more favorable work. Coming equipped with a reading skill, they 
are in a position to handle the two, three and four part music set up 
for this level. In the senior high school the development of the music 
department is best demonstrated by the large increase in the respec- 
tive memberships and the quality of their performances. This in- 
crease has been made with adherence still being kept towards quality 
rather than quantity. The girls’ glee club started out with one hun- 
dred and twenty-eight members but was cut down to sixty active 
members and twelve alternates. 


The present band program calls for a three-band system, one in 
each division: the grades, the junior high and the senior high. For 
the present we might suffer in numbers, but we hope that time will 
pay dividends in numbers and quality of performance. A division of 
the junior.and senior members was made with a three-fold purpose: 
first, to provide a training ground and experience periods for begin-. 
ners; second, to set up a “feeding ground” for the senior band; third, 
to eliminate the problems which arise out of combining inexperienced 
youngsters with those more serious high school members who resent 
the presence of the smaller boys and who fell that they hamper the 
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progress of the senior band. This splitting up of bands is no new 
idea. It has been done for years in those sections of the country 
where successful bands flourish, Much more can be accomplished if 
we could include an annual sum for the purchase of certain school- 
owned instruments. No school system can have a successful band or 
orchestral department that does not make some provision for this. 
It should not prove burdensome to promote a five-year purchasing 
plan, calling for the purchase of a certain number of instruments 
each year until a band and orchestra nucleus is produced around 
which year after year a successful organization can be built. 


The School Health Program 


The primary purposes of school health supervision are the fol- 
lowing: to detect and prevent the spread of communicable disease, 
to insure sanitary conditions in the school, to discover early and 
guide the child to appropriate care for the correction of all defects, 
to promote sound physical development, and to educate the child in 
the matters of community and personal hygiene, and the principles 
of healthy living. 


Scarlet fever has caused the greatest problem of this department. 
In the late fall additional nurses were provided by the local Board of 
Health to check the spread of this disease. All pupils were examined 
daily and recommendations of the State and local health boards were 
followed to the letter. 


The Dental Clinic is in operation five mornings a week for chil- 
dren in grades one to six inclusive. Our school dentist made all the 
examinations this year. The teeth of five hundred nine children were 
cared for. The Mental Adjustment Clinic under the direction of 
Doctor Anna C. Wellington is held bi-monthly to determine the 
ability level of problem children. Seventy-two children were tested. 
At the clinic for all pre-school children entering in September the 
medical examination by the school doctor was given to eighty-four 
children. The Annual Tuberculosis Clinic was held this year in the 
Board of Health office where nineteen children were given the Von- 
Piquet Test and X-Rayed. The Diphtheria Clinic this year increased 
greatly. An effort was made to have all children never immunized 
take advantage of this test, and four hundred fifty children have been 
immunized. The Catholic Women’s Club cared for fifteen children 
who were admitted to the hospital for tonsil and adenoid operations. 
Six girls were sent to the Bolton Health Camp for the summer 
months. Through the co-operation of the Teacher’s Eye Glass Fund 
we have had twenty-three needy children’s eyes examined and fitted 
to glasses. Classes in Mothercraft are held in the junior high school 
for seventh grade girls during the club period. The girls are in- 
structed in personal hygiene, home sanitation, and the care of babies. 
This club is sponsored by the Natick Woman’s Club.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Library has continued its expanding service to the people of 
Natick; during 1940, the Branch service was further extended to West 
Natick. The still increasing circulation,—the chief standard of a Li- 
brary’s benefit to the community—reached a new “high” in 1940. 
The tabulation on page 160 revealing the growth of the Library in its 
circulation of books, is worthy of careful study. The report of our 
Librarian, Mrs. Ada C. Adams, is offered as a detailed statement of 
the activities for the year. 


At the Annual Town Meeting last March, Judge Thomas F. 
Quinn was elected to the Board of Trustees, to fill the unexpired 
term of Aloysius J. Doon, deceased. 


The Trustees organized for 1940 with the election of the follow- 
ing officers:

A Bequest of $2,000.00 was received from the Estate of Edith A. 
True, who had long been a valued friend of the Library, and a donor 
of books and pictures in other years. Her bequest was added to the 
General Endowment Fund. 


A gift of $200.00 was received from the Walnut Hill School. 


The Memorial Vestibule, the Town of Natick’s tribute to the citi- 
zens of Natick who served in the armed forces of the United States 
in the World War of 1914-1918, was dedicated with appropriate cere- 
monies on June 29th. The presentation was made by Judge Thomas 
F. Quinn, as Chairman of the Town Memorial Committee, and Presi- 
dent Horace B. Gale accepted on behalf of the Trustees. The dedi- 
ek address was by Honorable David I. Walsh, United States 

enator. 


The Trustees are appreciative of the co-operation of the School 
Committee and Superintendent Clifford R. Hall in the Branch service 
and are grateful for the helpfulness of the School janitors. 


The Trustees and Librarian will ever welcome suggestions from 
citizens of Natick concerning ways in which the Library may be of 
greater assistance to the community.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


In writing my report for 1940, one event stands out above all 
others—the installation by the town of a World War Memorial in our 
building. The question of such a memorial was broached in 1930 at 
the time that the library was remodeled, and had hung fire for all 
these years. It was hard to believe last March that the work was 
really starting. 


For almost four months our front door was closed to all, sections 
of the reading and reference rooms were boarded off, one stairway 
was torn down, another built and partitions were removed, while 
gradually but surely an impressive and beautiful vestibule evolved, 
all to the accompaniment of noise and dust. 


It was done with a minimum of discomfort to the public and the 
staff, yet the staff was as glad as the workmen each afternoon when 
4:30 came and quiet descended upon us. Judging by our circulation 
the public was not seriously incommoded. 


When it comes to the scarlet fever epidemic which has been with 
us this fall and winter the circulation has a very different story to 
tell. Many people are afraid that books may carry the germs, though 
science now says that the disease is spread only through direct con- 
tact of person with person. Any library books that happen to be in 
the quarantined homes are taken by the board of health for fumiga- 
tion and when returned to us are given a clean bill of health by the 
board. 


During the Christmas vacation no school children were allowed 
in the churches, theatre or the library. It was a precaution that the 
doctors considered necessary to stop the spread of the disease, but it 
was a severe blow to the circulation of books. It is during vacation 
that the children have time to read. With their patronage entirely 
cut off and that of the adults partially so our record for December is 
lower than it has been for some years. 


This period when the students have been barred from the Li- 
brary has proved to us how they have been crowding out the adults 
in the reading room. Now that there are no youngsters the adults 
have taken their places. 


We have long faced an urgent need for a study room for the 
students. The room is here but another assistant for supervision 
would be absolutely necessary in order that we might make full use 
of the plant that we have. This expansion would provide a place of 
growth and development for the young people and would leave the 
main reading room free for quiet reading by the older people. 


Since the opening of school this fall the Natick Chapter of the 
Red Cross has had its distribution headquarters in the library. 
Thursday afternoon is the official date for the giving out of yarn and 
sewing materials and the return of completed clothing; however the 
library staff stands ready to serve those who find it easier to come 
on some other day in the week. 


In spite of scarlet fever, increased employment, and the large 
amount of work that is being done for the Red Cross we are still able 
to report a gain for 1940 of 1,640 in the circulation of books in the 
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Adult department. With the gain of over 3,000 in the Young People’s 
Department we have achieved an increase of 5,006 for the entire li- 
brary. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S LIBRARY 


The pictures inserted here, from photographs taken by Miss 
Pineo of the Young People’s Library, illustrate the children’s every- 
day enjoyment of their own reading room, which, being on the 
second floor, is rarely seen by adult patrons of the main library. 


This summer when school was dismissed, there seemed to be a 
drop in circulation, which we tried to overcome by the mailing of 300 
post-cards to boys and girls who had not used the library for some 
time. Interest was sustained by the use of a scrambled book title 
contest, which proved so successful that the year’s circulation shows 
a gain of 3,366 despite the scarlet fever epidemic in December. 


The weekly story hour, held every Tuesday afternoon, and at- 
tended faithfully by the younger boys and girls, is one of the library’s 
chief attractions. Miss Pineo is quite capable of holding their in- 
terest for an hour or longer. 


During the school year, the usual trips were made each Wednes- 
day morning to the Junior High School, where books from both the 
adult and young people’s department were issued. Thirty-three de- 
posits of books were sent to the grammar schools, which was four 
more than were sent out last year. The teachers appreciate the se- 
lection of books sent, and the work which the Young People’s Library 
does for them. 


We are accustomed to the idea of exchange professorships in the 
colleges, but few of us realize that the library world also has its ex- 
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changes. The first of November Miss Muriel Loomer exchanged po- 
sitions with Mrs. Eleanor W. Vivian, of the Wilshire Branch of the 
Los Angeles, California Public Library. The exchange is for a year 
only. Such an arrangement is educational as well as inspirational and 
within limits the practice is advised by the State Library Commission. 


Book Week was celebrated November 11-16. Miss Pineo planned 
for us a miniature Book Fair. Tea was served three afternoons of 
the week to all who came upstairs to the Exhibit Room. The Girl 
Scouts lent a willing hand in assisting with the serving, and Mrs. 
Arthur W. Robinson, Mrs. Arthur Ramsdell, Mrs. Horace B. Gale, 
and Mrs. Alice Ambler very graciously donated cakes, cookies and 
candy for the occasion. Mrs. Ramsdell assisted by pouring tea one 
aiternoon. Many friends of the library loaned us material for the ex- 
hibits used in the Book Fair. During this exhibition week it was 
possible to introduce Mrs. Vivian to our many Natick friends.

It is the 
first in ten years. Although it involves time and expense it is neces- 
sary in order to bring our files up to date. In ten years time many 
people have moved away and some have died. Large libraries find 
a reregistration necessary every three years, but in a town the size 
of Natick the shift in population is not as great as in the cities. 


As usual the sophomore class came to us for instruction in the 
use of the library and Miss Loomer gave instructions to Girl Scouts to 
aid them in obtaining their Merit Badges. 


The Edward P. Clarke Unit 107 of the American Legion Auxiliary 
presented us, in memory of Mrs. Mary Maud Moran, with a copy of 
the “American Armies and Battlefields in Europe.” It is a history, 
guide and reference book prepared by the American Battle Monu- 
ments Commission. 


Again Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Wight have put us in their debt by 
the presentation of the current year’s “Bulletin” for binding. The 
bound “Bulletin” is one of our most valuable reference books, and 
one that we should not have if we were forced to depend on our own 
copies which are tattered and torn after their service in the reading 
room, 


We are very grateful to Mr. Edward McCracken for his gift of 
the sketch of Nelly Frances Wilson’s life written as a memorial to her 
with resolutions adopted and letters from her friends, among them 
Miss Florence Bigelow and Katherine Lee Bates.

REPORT OF SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


Natick, Massachusetts, February 21, 1941. 
To the Citizens of Natick: | 
The School Survey Committee has the following report to make. 


Because of the fact that the very high tax rate which has been 
in existence for the past few years has been reduced to normal, due 
to the fact that the Coolidge Junior High School debt will be paid off 
entirely this year, and because of the great necessity of caring for 
the housing of the pupils of Natick in the Senior High School, we, 
the members of the Survey Committee, have spent much time and 
thought in conjunction with the School Committee, in an effort to 
remedy this situation and produce facilities for our boys and girls 
comparable with other school systems throughout the state. 


It is true that our activities have been mostly confined to three 
school buildings. These buildings are the Senior High School, the 
Lincoln School and the Nathan Rice School. On several occasions 
the Survey Committee has made recommendations to the town re- 
garding school building construction which would improve conditions 
as far as these three buildings are concerned. So far the town has 
looked unfavorably on our recommendations and the housing situa- 
tion remains the same. The School Department, by special per- 
mission of the Board of Health, has the temporary use of the Nathan 
Rice building. It is true that in the very near future the Lincoln 
School must of necessity undergo very extensive repairs. The Senior 
High School is lacking in sufficient classroom space to care for all 
of its pupils and many portions of the building itself are in dire need 
of renovation. New sanitation facilities are of paramount import- 
ance. The floors are so badly worn that complete replacement is 
necessary. The electric wiring is insufficient to carry the load neces- 
sary for the proper lighting of the building, and therefore in its 
present condition is a fire hazard. Two divisions of the sophomore 
class are being housed in the Junior High School. The assembly 
hall is now being used for study purposes with fifty to a hundred 
pupils occupying this auditorium each period each day. ‘These con- 
ditions will have to continue unless some additional classroom space 
is made available. A study of the school enrollment shows that the 
Senior High School will have a registration of approximately 650 
pupils yearly for many years to come. It is our firm belief that the 
immediate attention of the town should be directed to remedying con- 
ditions at the Senior High School now. In view of the fact that our 
attention was called to this situation, we made, in conjunction with 
the School Committee, a careful study of the Senior High School 
building. Our inspection showed clearly that we should recommend 
a renovation of the present building, together with the construction 
of an addition to be in the form of seven classrooms, three on the 
southwesterly corner and four on the southeasterly corner of the 
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building. It may be necessary to take by right of eminent domain a 
narrow strip of land on the Morse Street, or southeasterly corner, in 
order to satisfy building regulations. It seems that with these reno- 
vations and the new addition at a total cost of $115,000.00 facilities 
will be provided to care for the Senior High School for the next ten 
or fifteen years. 

Through the efforts of our local representative we are requesting 
special permission from the legislature to borrow practically all of 
the necessary funds over a period of ten years to cover the new con- 
struction and the renovation of the old building. This construction, 
therefore, will have little effect on the tax levy. In fact, the tax 
levy should be decreased as far as schools are concerned, since, as be- 
fore mentioned, the Junior High School notes are being retired this 
year.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees submit their report for the year ended December 
31, 1940. 


The Hospital has had the busiest year in its history; admissions 
were greater by 36 than in any previous year; births increased by 7 
over the 1939 record. 


Modern equipment and four operating rooms make it possible to 
handle most efficiently the increased demands upon the Operating 
and Laboratory Departments. Surgical operations increased 18 per- 
cent and laboratory service to patients was 12 per cent greater than 
the record of the previous year. 


Rooms have been in constant demand, with a waiting list at 
times due to the slight epidemics. However, every effort was made 
to accommodate the requirements of the townspeople. In most cases 
it was accomplished by rearranging rooms and setting up extra beds. 
There seems to be evidence that the trend of hospitalization definite- 
ly is upward and that the higher level very likely will continue. 


It was necessary financially for the Board to exercise the strict- 
est economy in the matter of maintenance and replacements. The 
Hospital buildings and equipment have been maintained in excellent 
repair by the force of regular employees at a minimum cost. The 
laundry roof was renewed—the only cost being for materials, labor 
being performed by employees. The boiler house chimney was re- 
paired. The painting of the buildings, deferred many times on ac- 
count of finances, will be completed this spring. One of the greatest 
improvements for the comfort of the patients was the conversion of 
the pavilion corridor into a solarium. For this we are grateful to the 
memory of Mrs. Mae Lou Dewing Fay, a patient at the Hospital at 
one time, who generously provided the funds from her estate. We 
are indebted to the Nurses’ Alumnae for a generous donation which 
was applied to the furnishing of the living room at the Nurses’ Home. 


We would call your attention to the Treasurer’s report, which 
shows that for another year the Hospital has been able to meet its 
expenses from its income. This is due in large part to the income 
from the Chickering and other funds, enabling the Trustees to carry 
on without asking for financial help from the town. Every dollar 
has been spent with the most scrupulous care. Whenever economy 
has been consistent with safety and has not reduced the comfort of 
the patients, it has been enforced. The cost per patient was reduced 
from 6.46 in 1939 to 6.38 in 1940. Every patient who paid less than 
this amount was a beneficiary of the various funds producing the in- 
come. Out of a total of 60 beds, only 6 are self-supporting. 


Also, there was a reduction in the operating deficit for 1940 over 
that of 1939. This gain was due in part to the efficient administra- 
tion within the Hospital and the diligent manner in which the 
accounts were collected. 


It had been thought that we might receive aid through the 
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Greater Boston Community Fund, to which Natick generously con- 
tributed this year. Unfortunately, our set-up is such that it is im- 
possible. 

New problems of hospital management are presenting themselves 
continuously. The care of the sick now requires more extensive and 
careful analysis; and new methods of treatment are being developed. 

The Superintendent of our Hospital, Miss Winnifred E. Cam- 
eron, has attended, on her own time, the course conducted by the 
American College of Hospital Administration at the Harvard Medi- 
cal School. The zeal and initiative of Miss Cameron and her able 
assistants are recognized by the approval of the Hospital by the 
American College of Surgeons. 

We wish to extend our thanks to the Staff for its loyal and un- 
selfish cooperation so constantly manifested throughout the year. 
The Hospital is fortunate in having such a strong and active Staff. 

The Trustees acknowledge with gratitude the philanthropic work 
of Dr. Charles E. Hills. His energetic efforts and generosity have 
made available equipment for the relief and help of the afflicted. 

Our kindest appreciation is extended also to the Ladies’ Aid As- 
sociation for its continued and increasing helpfulness. Through their 
consistent efforts and planning, they have made unusual contributions 
that have been a great comfort to the patient and a tremendous sav- 
ing to the Hospital. 

Many families in the community have been helped during the 
year through the aid of the Catholic Woman’s Club in their contribu- 
tion to the Tonsil and Adenoid Clinics. 

It is encouraging and gratifying to note on the part of individuals 
and organizations the increased interest in the affairs of the Hospital. 
There are still many needs for equipment. It is hoped that individ- 
uals, who are in a position to assist the Hospital financially, will not 
hesitate to make the necessary legal arrangements. ‘There is no more 
worthy work than having a part in relieving the sufferings of those 
to whom hospitalization is an expense beyond their means. 

The reports of the Treasurer and Superintendent follow and are 
to be cqnsidered a part of this report.

In November of 1940 a “Publicity Night” was 
held at the Senior High School and the Motion picture “Nancy 
Scott” was shown. This picture depicted the Household Nursing At- 
tendants’ training as it is at the present time. Some of the scenes 
were taken here at the hospital. 

At this meeting the Leonard Morse Hospital Ladies Aid pre- 
sented the Household Nursing Association with a perpetual scholar- 
ship, which we hope some Natick young woman will be the first to 
use.

The Members of the Alumnae have been most cooperative and 
helpful whenever called upon. 

This past year they have donated $250.00 to help furnish the large 
living-room in the Nurses’ Home. This room, previously, was a class- 
room and needed considerable attention.

We appreciate the interest the Alumnae has taken in raising 
money to help furnish this room and hope they, as individuals, will 
enjoy many pleasant hours with us.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The year 1940 has closed and the board feels that with the lower 
tax rate and the extensive building programs under way, that Natick 
has had a successful year and may look forward to a continued in- 
crease in real estate revenue in the future. 


During the year the usual routine business was transacted with 
due care, and at all times with the best interests of the citizens and 
town in mind. 


According to the records, 1940 has the distinction of no special 
Town Meetings. Your board is happy to report this, as special Town 
Meetings are sometimes costly. 


A petition to the Metropolitan District Commission was filed by 
Representative H. Edward Snow for a change in the hours of motor 
boating on Lake Cochituate. Hours requested were as follows: No 
motor boating after 9 P. M., nor before 7 A. M. 


Unusual was the appointment of Miss Helen McCormack as Con- 
stable to fill the unexpired term of her father, the late James A. Mc- 
Cormack. 


Granted Officer Raymond C. Tanner leave of absence from Na- 
tick Police Department to serve in United States Navy. Reserve Of- 
ficer William J. Shea was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


Meeting was held by the Public Welfare Department, the Public 
Works Department and the Selectmen, to find ways and means of 
clearing the public streets of refuse. 


The board filed a protest with the Boston and Albany Railroad, 
relative to smoke hazard at North Avenue and Marion Streets. Re- 
ceived assurance that the matter would be taken care of. 


Received resignation of Daniel J. Murphy, Jr., from the Board of 
Registrars. Called to active duty in the United States Army. 


Letter from his excellency, Governor Leverett Saltonstall. First 
registration under Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, Oc- 
tober 16, 1940, between the hours 7:00 A. M. and 9:00 P. M. 


This year the board perambulated the town bounds between the 
Towns of Wayland, Weston, Wellesley and Dover. 


The board presented the Post Cane to the Town’s oldest citizen, 
William E. Nelson, 3 Kinsman Place. Age 91. 


Through the cooperation of the Public Works Department, rep- 
resented by Superintendent Benjamin Sargent, the Shell Oil Com- 
pany, at a meeting held before the Board of Selectmen, agreed to pay 
to the Town of Natick $7,500.00, the Town’s cost of constructing Oak 
Street, a distance of 2,600 feet. The Shell Oil Company was granted 
permission to lay 2,600 feet of oil pipe line on Oak Street. 
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The board also received two parcels of land bounding on school 
house lot on Oak Street as additional consideration for said permit. 


The W. P. A. during the year 1940 employed an average of 284 
workers who received a payroll amounting to $224,707.00. The out- 
door Projects, in addition to Moth and Tree work, laid 16,434 feet of 
Water Pipe and 1,880 feet of Sewer Pipe and also built 17,255 feet of 
Sidewalks and 436 feet of concrete box culvert. The W. P. A. also 
continued its year ’round operation of four Nursery Schools, Sewing 
Room, Recreation Centers, School Matron Service, and various Sur- 
veys. Late in October a School Hot Lunch Project was established 
at the West Natick School where 125 children are being served daily. 


We wish to extend our sincere thanks and appreciation to all the 
Town Departments for their kind cooperation throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the twentieth annual report of the Com- 
missioners. 


We deeply regret that it has been our duty to accept the resig- 
nation of Commissioner, Edward C. Hero, on January 8, 1940, and 
Harold D. Grant was appointed to fill the unexpired term, on Jan- 
uary 15, 1940. On December 30, 1940, Foreman, Francis W. Hayden 
of the Highway Division resigned and John P. Daley appointed as 
Acting Foreman of the Highway Division. 


On December 31, 1940, William Leahy, Foreman of the Water 
and Sewer Divisions, retired on pension. The appointment of Mr. 
Leahy’s successor has been temporarily postponed. William Leahy 
entered the employ of the Natick Water Department on May 20, 
1895. He later became Assistant Superintendent and served in this 
capacity until 1918, when he became Superintendent and served until 
1921, when the Highway, Water and Sewer Departments were con- 
solidated into the present Department of Public Works, when he be- 
came Foreman of the Water and Sewer Divisions and served in that 
capacity until his retirement. 
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The Town of Natick as well as this Department in the retirement 
of William Leahy, has lost the services of a valuable, conscientious 
and painstaking employee. The people of this Town and the De- 
partment of Public Works employees most heartily extend to him 
every good wish for many years in which to enjoy his well deserved 
retirement. 


Highway Division: 
Our highways with a few exceptions are in a very good condition. 


W. P. A. Projects: 


The North Arm of Pegan Brook, which has been diverted to 
Middlesex Avenue and started in 1939, was completed in April of this 
year and is a decided improvement. 


With labor supplied by the W. P. A. and money appropriated by 
Town Meeting for material and tools, and supervision and equipment 
furnished by this Department, there were 19,405 linear feet of Asphalt 
Sidewalks and 2,080 linear feet of Cement Sidewalks laid during this 
year. 


Water Division: 


At the Water Pumping Station the last one of the old boilers was 
replaced with a new one this year. 


New Cast Iron and Galvanized Iron Pipe has been laid during the 
year in the following streets: 


Beverly Road, 694 feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe; 1 hydrant. 
Columbia Avenue, 546 feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe; 1 hydrant. 
Draper Street, 140 feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe. 

Melvin Road, 490 feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe. 

Lakeview Avenue, 432 feet of cast iron pipe. 

Travis Road, 844 feet of 6 inch cast iron pipe; 1 hudrant. 
Lodge Lane, 208 feet of 2 inch galvanized iron pipe. 
Hampton Road, 56 feet of 1 inch galvanized iron pipe. 
Speen Street, 1 hydrant. 


W. P. A. Water Projects 


With labor and some cast iron pipe supplied by the W. P. A. 
and money appropriated by Town Meeting for material and tools, and 
supervision and equipment furnished by this Department, the old ce- 
ment lined and galvanized iron pipe was extended or relaid during 
the year with cast iron pipe as follows: 


1,615 feet 12 inch cast iron pipe 
2,620 feet 10 inch cast iron pipe 
12,106 feet 6 inch cast iron pipe 

544 feet 2 inch galvanized iron pipe 


Additional hydrants installed as follows: 


1 on the Northeast side of Carver Hill Court 
1 on the East side of Oak Street 

2 on the North side of Pine Street 

1 on the North side of Walcott Street 


Nearly sixteen miles of the old cement lined pipe has, with 
Federal assistance, been replaced with cast iron pipe leaving only 
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about five miles of the old cement lined pipe now in use, which will 
probably be replaced at an early date. 


The replacement of nearly all of the old cement lined pipe has 
reduced the leaks in the water mains to a minimum and as a result 
a substantial saving is made by not having to pump water, caused 
by these leaks which otherwise would have been wasted. 


Sewer Division: 
W. P. A. Speen Street Sewer Project: 


This project, started late in the Fall of 1939, was satisfactorily 
carried on this year and will be extended as far as possible during 
the year 1941. 


W. P. A. Walcott Street Sewer Relay Project: 


The Walcott Street 8 inch Akron Clay Sewer Pipe, which has 
been giving more or less trouble for the past few years, will be re- 
laid during the year 1941 with 8 inch cast iron pipe. 


This will be a much needed improvement as this is one of the 
main sewer branches.

I wish to submit the following report of my activities for the year 


As a result of a recount in the Town election Patrick J. Coan 
brought an action against the Board of Registrars in the Middlesex 
Superior Court. This action was tried before an Auditor and the de- 
cisions of the Board of Registrars were upheld. 


The case of Connolly against Natick was tried in the Natick Dis- 
trict Court and the Court found in favor of the Town. 


I prepared several leases for the various military organizations in 
the town. 


The case of McDermott versus Natick was settled out of Court. 
The case of Natick versus Cambridge was settled out of Court. 


I prepared deeds and passed papers on the Eliot School property, 
Town Infirmary, and on several properties in the Town acquired 
through foreclosure of tax titles. 


The case of Benson versus Natick was tried in the Natick Dis- 
trict Court and no decision has been handed down. 


I have given opinions from time to time to almost all of the Town 
Departments and Offices. These opinions number about one hun- 
dred. 


The case of Christian Workers’ Union against the Town of Na- 
tick was tried in the Land Court and a compromise agreement was 
made which made further litigation unnecessary.
